Baptism. 


(Let every adult person, and the parents ofevery child to be bap- 
tized, have the choice of either sprinkling, pouring, or immersion. } 
[We will on no account whatever make a charge for adminis- 
tering Baptism.] 
ORDER FOR THE ADMINISTRATION OF BAPTISM 
To INFANTS. 


The Minister, coming to the Font, which is to be filled 
with pure water, shall use the following: 


DEARLY BELOVED, forasmuch as all men are 
conceived and born in sin, and that our Saviour 
Christ saith, Except a man be born of water and 
of the Spirit he cannot enter into the kingdom 
of God; I beseech you to call upon God the 
Father, through our Lord Jesus Christ, that hav- 
ing, of his bounteous mercy, redeemed this child 
by the blood of his Son, he will grant that he, 
being baptized with water, may also be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, be received into , Christ’s 
holy Church, and become a lively Member of the 


same, 
Then shall the Minister say: 


Let us pray. 


Almighty and Everlasting God, who of thy 
great mercy hast condescended to enter into 
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covenant relations with man, wherein thou hast 
included children as partakers of its gracious — 
benefits, declaring that of such is thy kingdom; 
and in thy ancient Church didst appoint divers 
baptisms, figuring thereby the renewing of the 
Holy Ghost; and by thy well-beloved Son Jesus 
Christ gavest commandment to thy Holy Apostles 
to go into all the world and disciple all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: we beseech 
thee, that of thine infinite mercy thou wilt look 
upon this child: wash him and sanctify him; 
that he, being saved by thy grace, may be received 
into Christ’s holy Church, and being steadfast in 
faith, joyful through hope, and rooted in love, 
may so overcome the evils of this present world 
that finally he may attain to everlasting life, and 
reign with thee, world without Lae through 
_Jesus Christ our ith Amen. 

O Merciful God, grant that all carnal affections 
may die in Aim, and that all things belonging to 
the Spirit may live and grow in him. Amen. 

Grant that he may have power and strength to 
have victory, and to triumph against the devil, 
the world, and the flesh. Amen. 

Grant that whosoever is dedicated to thee by our 
office and ministry may also be endued with heav- 
enly virtues, and everlastingly rewarded through 
thy mercy, O blessed Lord God, who dost live and 
govern all things, world without end. Amen. 
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Almighty, Everliving God, whose most dearly 
beloved Son Jesus Christ, for the forgiveness of 
our sins, did shed out of his most precious side 
both water and blood, regard, we beseech thee, 
our supplications. Sanctify this water for this 
Holy Sacrament; and grant that this child, now 
to be baptized, may receive the fullness of thy 
grace, and ever remain in the number of thy 
faithful and elect children, through Jesus ith rae 
our Lord. Amen. 


Then shall the Minister address the Parents or Guardians 
as follows: 

Dearly Beloved, forasmuch as this child is 
now presented by you for Christian Baptism, you 
must remember that it is your part and duty to 
see that he be taught, as soon as he shall be able 
to learn, the nature and end of this Holy Sacra- 
ment. And that he may know these things the 
better, you shall call upon him to give reverent 
attendance upon the appointed means of grace, 
such as the ministry of the word, and the public 
and private worship of God; and further, you 
shall provide that he shall read the Holy Scrip- 
tures, and learn the Lord’s Prayer, the Ten Com- 
mandments, the Apostles’ Creed, the Catechism, 
and all other things which a Christian ought to 
know and believe to his soul’s health, in order 
that he may be brought up to lead a virtuous and . 
boly life, remembering always that Baptism doth 
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represent unto us that inward purity which dis- 
poseth us to follow the example of our Saviour 
Christ; that as he died and rose again for us, so 
should we, who are baptized, die unto sin and 
rise again unto righteousness, continually morti- 
fying all corrupt affections, and daily proceeding 
in all virtue and godliness. 

Do you therefore solemnly engage to fulfill 
_ these duties, so far as in you lies, the Lord being 
‘your helper? 


Ans. We do. 


Then shall the People stand up, and the Minister shalt 
say: 

Hear the words of the Gospel, written by 
St. Mark. [Chap. x, 13-16.] 

They brought young children to Christ, that 
he should touch them. And _ his disciples re- 
buked those that brought them. But when 
Jesus saw it, he was much displeased, and said 
unto them, Suffer the little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not; for of such is the 
kingdom of God. Verily I say unto you, Who- 
soever shall not receive the kingdom of God 
as a little child, he shall not enter therein. And 
he took them up in his arms, put his hands upon 
them, and blessed them. 


Lhen the Minister shall take the Child into his hands, and 
say to the friends of the Child: 


Name this child, 
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And then, naming it after them, he shall sprinkle or pour 
Water upon it, or, if desired, immerse it in Water, 
saying: 

NV., I baptize thee in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Amen. 


Then shall the Minister offer the following Prayer, the 
People kneeling: 

O God of infinite mercy, the Father of all the 
faithful seed, be pleased to grant unto this child 
an understanding mind and a sanctified heart. 
May thy providence lead him through the dan- 
gers, temptations, and ignorance of his youth, 
that he may never run into folly, nor into the evils 
of an unbridled appetite. We pray thee so to 
order the course of his life that, by good educa- 
tion, by holy examples, and by thy restraining 
and renewing grace, he may be led to serve thee 
faithfully all Ais days; so that, when he has glor- 
ified thee in fis generation, and has served the 
Church on earth, he may be received into thine 
eternal kingdom, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

Almighty and Most Merciful ae let thy 
loving mercy and compassion descend upon these, 
thy servant and handmaid, the parents [or guard- 
ians| of this child. Grant unto them, we beseech 
thee, thy Holy Spirit, that they may, like Abra- 
ham, command their household to keep the way 
of the Lord, Direct their actions, and sanctify 
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their hearts, words, and purposes, that their 
whole family may be united to our Lord Jesus 
Christ in the bands of faith, obedience, and 
charity; and that they all, being in this life thy 
holy children by adoption and grace, may be 
admitted into the Church of the firstborn in 
heaven, through the merits of thy dear Scn, our 
Saviour and Redeemer. Amen. 


Then may the Minister offer extemporary Prayer. 
Then shall be said, all. kneeling: 

Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done 
in earth, as it isin heaven. Give us this day our 
daily bread: and forgive us our trespasses, as we 
forgive those who trespass against us: and lead 
us not into temptation, but deliver us from evil: 
for thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, forever. Amen. 





ORDER FOR THE ADMINISTRATION OF BAPTISM 
To Sucu As ARE OF RiIrpER YEARS. 

NEARLY BELOVED, forasmuch as all men are 
conceived and@ born in sin; and that which is 
born of the flesh is flesh, and they that are in the 
flesh cannot please God, but live in sin, commit- 
ting many actual transgressions; and our Saviour 
Christ saith, Except a man be born of wate: 
and of the Spirit he cannot enter into the king- 
dom of God: I beseech you to call upon God 
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the Father, through our Lord Jesus Christ, that 
of his bounteous goodness he will grant to these 
persons that which by nature they cannot have; 
that they, being baptized with water, may also be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, and, being received 
into Christ’s holy Church, may continue lively 
Members of the same. 


Then shall the Minister say: 
Let us pray. 


Almighty and Immortal God, the aid of all that 
need, the helper of all that flee to thee for suc- 
cor, the life of them that believe, and the resur- 
rection of the dead: we call upon thee for these 
persons, that they, coming to thy Holy Baptism, 
may also be filled with thy Holy Spirit. Receive 
them, O Lord, as thou hast promised by thy well- 
beloved Son, saying, Ask, and ye shall receive; 
seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you: so give now unto us that ask; 
let us that seek, find; open the gate unto us that 
knock; that these persons may enjoy the everlast- 
ing benediction of thy heavenly washing, and 
may come to the eternal kingdom which thou 
hast promised, by Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Then shall the People stand up, and the Minister shall 
say: 


Hear the words of the Gospel, written by St. 
John. [Chap. iii, 1-8.] 
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There wasa man of the Pharisees, named Nic. 
‘ odemus, a ruler of the Jews: the same came to 
Jesus by night, and said unto him, Rabbi, we 
know that thou art a teacher come from God; for 
no man can do these miracles that thou doest ex- 
cept God be with him. Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God. Nicodemus saith unto him, How can a 
man be born when he is old? Can he enter the 
second time into his mother’s womb, and be born? 
Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh, and that which 
is born of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that 
I said unto thee, Ye must be born again. The 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest 
the sound thereof; but canst not tell whence it 
cometh, and whither it goeth; so is everyone that 
_is born of the Spirit. 


Then the Minister shall speak to the Persons to be bape . 
tized on this wise: 

Well Beloved, who have come hither desiring 
to receive Holy Baptism, you have heard how the 
Congregation hath prayed that our Lord Jesus 
Christ would vouchsafe to receive you, to bless 
you, and to give you the kingdom of heaven, 
and everlasting life. And our Lord Jesus Christ 
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hath promised in his holy word to grant all those 
things that we have prayed for: which promise he 
for his part will most surely keep and perform. 

Wherefore, after this promise made by Christ, 
you must also faithfully, for your part, promise 
in the presence of this whole Congregation, that 
you will renounce the devil and all his works, 
and constantly believe God’s holy word, and 
obediently keep his commandments. 


Then shall the Minister demand of each of the Persons to 
be baptized: 

Quest. Dost thou renounce the devil and all 
his works, the vain pomp and glory of the world, 
with all covetous desires of the same, and the 
carnal desires of the flesh, so that thou wilt not 
follow nor be led by them ? 

Ans. Irenounce them all. 

Quest. Dost thou believe in God the Father 
Almighty, Maker of heaven and earth: 

And in Jesus Christ his only-begotten Son our 
Lord; and that he was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary; that he suffered 
under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and 
buried; that he rose again the third day; that he 
ascended into heaven, and sitteth at the right 
hand of God the Father Almighty; and from 
thence shall come again at the end of the worid, 
to judge the quick and the dead? 

And dost thou believe in the Holy Ghost; the 
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holy catholic* Church, the communion of saints; 
the forgiveness of sins; the resurrection of the 
body; and everlasting life after death? 

Ans. All this I steadfastly believe. 

Quest. Wilt thou be baptized in this faith? 

Ans. Such is my desire. 

Quest. ‘Wilt thou then obediently keep God’s 
holy will and commandments, and walk in the 
same all the days of thy life? 

Ans. I will endeavor so to do, God being my 
helper. 


Then shall the Minister say: 


O Merciful God, grant that all carnal affections 
may die in these persons, and that all things be- 
longing to the Spirit may live and grow in them. 
Amen. 

Grant that they may have power and strength 
to have victory, and triumph against the devil, 
the world, and the flesh. Amen. 

Grant that they, being here dedicated to thee 
by our office and ministry, may also be endued 
with heavenly virtues, and everlastingly rewarded 
through thy mercy, O blessed Lord God, who 
dost live, and govern all things, world without 
end. Amen. 

Almighty, Everliving God, whose most dearly 
beloved Son Jesus Christ, for the forgiveness of 
our sins, did shed out of his most precious side

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both water and blood; and gave ‘commandment 
to his disciples that they should go teach all 
nations, and baptize them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; 
regard, we beseech thee, our supplications; and 
grant that the persons now to be baptized may 
receive the fullness of thy grace, and ever remain 
in the number of thy faithful and elect children, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


Then shall the Minister ask the name of each Person to. be 
baptized, and shall sprinkle or pour Water upon him 
(or, if he shall desire it, shall immerse him in Water), 
saying: 

N.,I baptize thee in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


Then shall be said the Lord’s Prayer, all kneeling: 


Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done 
in earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this day our 
daily bread: and forgive us our trespasses, as we 
forgive those who trespass against us: and lead 
us not into temptation, but deliver us from evil: 
for thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, forever. Amen. 


Be may the Minister conclude with extemporary 
Prayer.

Foro I. 


Those who are to be received into the Church as proba 
tioners shall be called forward by name, and the Min- 
ister, addressing the Congregation, shall say: 


DEARLY BELOVED BRETHREN, that none may 
be admitted hastily into the Church, we receive 
persons who seek fellowship with us on profession 
of faith into a preparatory membership; in which 
proof may be made, both to themselves and to 
the Church, of the sincerity and depth of their 
convictions and of the strength of their purpose 
to lead a new life. 

The persons here present desire to be so ad- 
mitted. You will hear their answers to the 
questions put to them, and if you make no objec- 
tion they will be received. 

It is needful, however, that you be reminded 
of your own responsibility, as having previously 
entered this holy fellowship and now represent- 
ing the Church into which they seek admission. 
Remembering their inexperience, and how much 
they must learn in order to become good soldiers 
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of Jesus Christ, see +o it that they find in you 
holy examples of life, and loving help in the true 
serving of their Lord and ours. I beseech you 
so to order your own lives that these new disci- 
ples may take no detriment from you, but that it 
may ever be to them a cause for thanksgiving to 
God that they were led into this fellowship. 


Then, addressing the Persons seeking Admission, the 
Minister shall say: 


Dearly Beloved, you have, by the grace of God, 
made your decision to follow Christ and to serve 
him, Your confidence in so doing is not to be 
based on any notion of fitness or worthiness in 
yourselves, but solely on the merits of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and on his death and intercession 
for us. 

That the Church may know your purpose, you 
will answer the questions I am now to ask you. 

Have you an earnest desire to be saved from 
your sins ? 

Ans. I have. 

Will you guard yourselves against all things 
contrary to the teaching of God’s word, and en- 
deavor to lead a holy life, following the com- 
mandments of God? 

Ans. I will endeavor so to do. 

Are you purposed to give reverent attendance 
_upon the appointed means of grace in the minis- 
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try of the word, and the private and public wor- 
ship of God? — 
Ans. Iam so determined, with the help of God. 
No objection being offered, the Minister shall announce 
that the Candidates are admitted, and shall assign 


them to classes, 


Then shall the Minister offer exctemperary Prayer. 





Form II. 


On the day appointed, all that are to be received into the 
Church shall be called forward, and the Minister, ad- 
dressing the Congregation, shall say: 


DrarLy BELoveD BRETHREN, the Scriptures 
teach us that the Church is the household of 
God, the body of which Christ is the head ; and 
that it is the design of the Gospel to bring to- 
gether in one all who are in Christ. The fellow- 
ship of the Church is the communion that its 
Members enjoy one with another. The ends of 
this fellowship are, the maintenance of sound 
doctrine and of the ordinances of Christian wor- 
ship, and the exercise of that power of godly 
admonition and discipline which Christ has com- 
mitted to his Church for the promotion of holi- 
ness. 

It is the duty of all men to unite in this fel- 
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lowship ; for only those who are ‘‘planted in the 
house of the Lord shall flourish in. the courts of 
our God.” Its more particular duties are, to 
promote peace and unity ; to bear one another’s 
burdens; to prevent each other’s stumbling ; 
to seek the intimacy of friendly society among 
themselves ; to continue steadfast in the faith 
and worship of the Gospel; and to pray and 
sympathize with each other. Among its privi- 
leges are, peculiar incitements to holiness from 
the hearing of God’s word and sharing in 
Christ’s ordinances ; the being placed under the 
watchful care of Pastors ; and the enjoyment of 
the blessings which are promised only to those who 
are of the Household of Faith. 

Into this holy fellowship the persons before you, 
who have already received the Sacrament of Bap- 
tism, and have been properly recommended, come 
seeking admission. We now propose, in the fear 
of God, to question them as to their faith and 
purposes, that you may know that they are 
proper persons to be admitted into the Church. 


Then, addressing the Appl-cants for Admission, the 
Minister shall say: 


Dearly Beloved, you are come hither seeking 
the great privilege of union with the Church our 
Saviour has purchased with his own blood. We 
rejoice in the grace of God vouchsafed unto you 
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in that he has called you to be his followers. You 
have heard how blessed are the privileges, and 
how solemn are the duties, of membership in 
Christ’s Church ; and before you are fully ad- 
mitted thereto, it is proper that you do here 
publicly renew your vows, confess your faith, 
and declare your purpose, by answering the fol- 
lowing questions : 

Do you here, in the presence of God and of 
this Congregation, renew the solemn promise 
contained in the Baptismal Covenant, ratifying 
and confirming the same, and acknowledging 
yourselves bound faithfully to observe and keep 
that Covenant ? 

Ans. I do. 

Have you saving faith in the Lord Jesus Christ ? 

Ans, I trust I have. 

Do you believe in the Doctrines of the Holy 
Scriptures as set forth in the Articles of Religion 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church ? 

Ans. I do. 

Will you cheerfully be governed by the Rules 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, hold sacred 
the Ordinances of God, and endeavor, as much 
as in you lies, to promote the welfare of your 
brethren and the advancement of the Redeemer’s 
kingdom? 

Ans. I will. 
~ Will you contribute of your earthly substance, 
according to your ability, to the support of the 
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Gospel and the various benevolent enterprises of 
the Church ? | 
Ans. I will. 


Then the Minister, addressing the Church, shall say: 


Brethren, these persons having given satisfactory 
responses to our inquiries, have any of you reason 
to allege why they should not be received into 
membership in the Church? 


No objections being alleged, the Minister shall say to the 
Candidates : 

We welcome you to the communion of the 
Church of God; and, in testimony of our Chris- , 
tian affection and the cordiality with which we 
receive you, I hereby extend to you the right 
hand of fellowship: and may God grant that you 
may be a faithful and useful Member of the 
Church militant till you are called to the fellow- 
ship of the Church triumphant, which is ‘‘ with- 
out fault before the throne of God.” 


Then shall the Minister offer extemporary Prayer.

SUPPER. 


The Elder shall say one or more of these sohupvikee during 
the reading of which the Persons appointed for that 
purpose shall receive the Alms for the Poor: 


Ler your light so shine. before men, that they 
may see your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven. [Matt. v, 16.] 

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon earth, 
where moth and rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal: but lay up for 
yourselves treasures in heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
do not break through nor steal. [Matt. vi, 
19, 20. ] 

Whatsoever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them: for this is the law 
and the prophets. [Matt. vii, 12.] 

Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the will of my Father which is in 
heaven, [Matt. vii, 21.] 
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Zaccheus stood, and said unto the Lord; Be- 

hold, Lord, the half of my goods I give to the 
poor; and if I have taken anything from any 
man by false accusation, I restore him fourfold. 
{Luke xix, 8. ] 
He which soweth sparingly shall reap also 
sparingly; and he which soweth bountifully 
shall reap also bountifully. Every man accord- 
ing as he purposeth in his heart, so let him give; 
not grudgingly, or of necessity: for God loveth a 
cheerful giver. [2 Cor. ix, 6, 7.] 

As we have therefore opportunity, let us do 
good unto all men, especially unto them who 
are of the household of faith. [Gal. vi, 10.] 

Godliness with contentinent is great gain; for 
we brought nothing into this world, and it is cer- 
tain we can carry nothing out. [1 Tim. vi, 6, 7.] 

Charge them that are rich in this world, that 
they be not high-minded, nor trust in uncertain 
riches, but in the living God, who giveth us 
richly all things to enjoy; that they do good, 
that they be rich in good works, ready to dis- 
tribute, willing to communicate; laying up in 
store for themselves a good foundation against 
the time to come, that they may lay hold on 
eternal life. [1 Tim. vi, 17-19. | 

God is not unrighteous to forget your work 
and labor of love, which ye have showed toward 
his name, in that ye have ministered to the 
saints, and do minister. [Heb. vi, 10.] 
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To do good and to communicate forget not, 
for with such sacrifices God is well pleased. 
[Heb. xiii, 16. ] 

Whoso hath this world’s good, and seeth his 
brother have need, and shutteth up his bowels 
of compassion from him, low dwelleth the love 
of God in him? [1 John iii, 17.] 

He that hath pity upon the poor lendeth unto 
the Lord; and that which he hath given will he 
pay himagain. [Prov. xix, 17.] 

Blessed is he that considereth the poor: the 
Lord will deliver him in time of trouble. [Psa, 
sat ge 

Thou shalt open thine hand wide unto thy 
brother, to thy poor. [Deut. xv, 11.] 


After which the Elder shall give the following Invitation, 
S the People standing: 

If any man sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: and he is the 
propitiation for our sins: and not for ours only, 
but also forthe sins of the whole world. 

Wherefore ye that do truly and earnestly repent 
of your sins, and are in love and charity with 
your neighbors, and intend to lead a new life, 
following the commandments of God, and walk- 
ing from henceforth in his holy ways, draw near 
with faith, and take this Holy Sacrament to your 
‘comfort; and, devoutly kneeling, make your 
humble confession to Almighty God. 
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Then shall this general Confession be made by the Minister 
in the name of all those who are minded to receive the 
Holy Communion, both he and all the People devoutly 
Kneeling, and saying: 


Almighty God, Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, Maker of all things, Judge of all men, 
we acknowledge and bewail our manifold sins 
and wickedness, which we from time to time 
most grievously have committed, by thought, 
word, and deed, against thy Divine Majesty, pro- 
tae most justly thy wrath and indignation 
against us. We do earnestly repent, ee are 
heartily sorry for these our misdoings; the remem- 
brance of them is grievous unto us. ,Have mercy 
upon us, have mercy upon us, most merciful 
Father; for thy Son, our Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, 
forgive us all that is past; and grant that we may 
ever hereafter serve and please thee in newness of 
life, to the honor and glory of thy name, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


Then shall the Elder say: 


Almighty God, our heavenly Father, who of 
thy great mercy hast promised forgiveness of sins 
to all them that with hearty repentance and true 
faith turn unto thee, have mercy upon us; pardon 
and deliver us from all our sins; confirm and 
strengthen us in all goodness; and bring us to 
everlasting life,through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen.

The Collect. 


Almighty God, unto whom all hearts are open, 
all desires known, and from whom no secrets are 
hid, cleanse the thoughts of our hearts by the 
inspiration of thy Holy Spirit, that we may per- 
fectly love thee, and worthily magnify thy holy 
name,through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


Then shall the Elder say: 


We do not presume to come to this thy table, 
O merciful Lord, trusting in our own righteous- 
ness, but in thy manifold and great mercies. 
We are not worthy so muchas to gather up the 
crumbs under thy table. But thou art the same 
Lord, whose property is always to have mercy. 
Grant us, therefore, gracious Lord, so to eat the 
flesh of thy dear Son Jesus Christ, and to drink 
his blood, that we may live and grow thereby; 
and that, being washed through his most precious 
blood, we may evermore dwell in him, and he in 
us.

mighty, Everlasting God. 

Therefore with angels and archangels, and 
with all the company of heaven, we laud and 
magnify thy glorious name, evermore praising 
thee, and saying, Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of 
Hosts, heaven and earth are full of thy glory. 
Glory be to thee, O Lord most high! Amen. 


The Minister shall then proceed to administer the Com~ 
munion to the People in order, kneeling, into their un- 
covered hands; and when he delivereth the Bread, he 
shall say: 

The body of our Lord Jesus Christ, which was 
given for thee, preserve thy sowl and body unto 
everlasting life. Take and eat this in remem- 
brance that Christ died for thee, and feed on him 
in thy heart by faith, with thanksgiving. 


And the Minister that delivereth the Cup shall say: 


The blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, which was 
shed for thee, preserve thy soul and body unto ever- 
lasting life. Drink this in remembrance that 
Christ’s blood was shed for thee, and be thankful. 


[If the Consecrated bread or wine be all spent before 
all have communed, the Elder may Consecrate more by 
repeating the Prayer of Consecration. | 


[When all have communed, the Minister shall return 
to the Lord’s table and place upon it what remaineth of 
the Consecrated elements, covering the same with a fair 
linen cloth. ]

And 
here we offer and present unto thee, O Lord, our- 
selves, our souls and bodies, to be a reasonable, 
holy, and lively sacrifice unto thee; humbly be- 
seeching thee that all we who are partakers of 
this Holy Communion may be filled with thy 
grace and heavenly benediction. And although 
we be unworthy, through our manifold sins, to 
offer unto thee any sacrifice, yet we beseech thee 
to accept this our bounden duty and service; not 

weighing our merits, but pardoning our offenses, 
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through Jesus Christ our Lord; by whom, and 
with whom, in the unity of the Holy Ghost, 
all honor and glory be unto thee, O Father 
Almighty, world without end. Amen. 


Then shall be said or sung: 


‘Glory be to God on high, and on earth peace, 
good willtoward men! We praise thee, we bless 
thee, we worship thee, we glorify thee, we give 
thanks to thee for thy great glory, O Lord God, 
heavenly King, God the Father Almighty!

ForM FOR THE SOLEMNIZATION OF MATRIMONY 


[The parts in brackets throughout may be used or not at dis 
eretion.] 


At the day and time appointed for the Solemnization of 
Matrimony, the persons to be married—having been 
qualified according to law—standing together, the Man 
on the right hand and the Woman on the left, the Min- 
ister shall say: 
DEARLY BELOVED, we are gathered together 
here in the sight of God, and in the presence of 
these witnesses, to join together this man and 
this woman in holy Matrimony; which is an 
- honorable estate, instituted of God in the time 
of man’s innocency, signifying unto us the mys- 
tical union that exists between Christ and his 
Church; which holy estate Christ adorned and 
beautified with his presence, and first miracle that 
he wrought, in Cana of Galilee, and is commended 
by Saint Paul to be honorable among all men; 
and therefore is not by any to be entered into un- 
advisedly, but reverently, discreetly, and in the 
fear of God. 
Into which holy estate these two persons present 


- 
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come now to be joined. Therefore if any can 
show just cause why they may not lawfully be 
joined together, let him now speak, or else here- 
after forever hold his peace. 


{And also speaking unto the persons that are to be married, 

the Minister shall say : . 

I require and charge you both, that if either of 

you know any impediment why you may not be 
lawfully joined together in Matrimony, you do 
now confess it: for be ye well assured, that so 
many as are coupled together otherwise than 
God's word doth allow, are not joined together 
by God, neither is their Matrimony lawful. | 


If no impediment be alleged, then shall the Minister say 
unto the Man: 

M., wilt thou have this woman to be thy wed- 
ded wife, to live together after God’s ordinance 
in the holy estate of Matrimony? Wilt thou 
love her, comfort her, honor and keep her, in 


_ sickness and in health; and forsaking all other, 


keep thee only unto her, so long as ye both 
shall live? 
The Man shall answer: 


I will. | 


Then shall the Minister say unto the Woman: 
NV., wilt thou have this man to be thy wedded 
husband, to live together after God’s ordinance 


_ inthe holy estate of Matrimony? Wilt thou love,

honor, and keep him, in sickness and in health; 
and forsaking all other, keep thee only unto him, 
so long as ye both shall live? 


The Woman shall answer: 


I will. 


[Then the Minister shall cause the Man with his right hand 
to take the Woman by her right hand, and to say after 
him as followeth: 


I, ., take thee, V., to be my wedded wife, 
to have and to hold, from this day forward, for 
better, for worse, for richer, for poorer, in sick- 
ness and in health, to love and to cherish, till 
death us do part, according to God’s holy ordi- 
nance; and thereto I plight thee my faith. 


Then shall they loose their hands, and the Woman, with 
her right hand taking the Man by his right hand, shall 
likewise say after the Minister: . 

I, WV., take thee, M., to be my wedded _hus- 
band, to have and to hold, from this day for- 
ward, for better, for worse, for richer, for 
poorer, in sickness and in health, to love and to 
cherish, till death us do part, according to God’s 
holy ondinanes: and thereto I pee thee my

Then shall the Minister pray thus: 
O Eternal God, Creator and Preserver of all 


mankind, Giver of all spiritual grace, the Author 
of everlasting life: send thy blessing upon these 
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thy servants, this man and this woman, whom 
we bless in thy name; that as Isaac and Rebecca 
lived faithfully together, so these persons may 
surely perform and keep the vow and covenant 
between them made, and may ever remain in 
perfect love and peace together, and live accord- 
ing to thy laws, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 


[If the parties desire it, the Man shall here hand a Ring to 
the Minister, who shall return it to him, and direct him 
to place it on the third finger of the Woman’s left hand. 
And the Man shall say to the Woman, repeating after 
the Minister :

In the House or Church may be read one or both of the 
following Psalms, or some other suitable portion of 
the Holy Scriptures: 


Psalm xxxix: 
‘I said, I will take heed to my ways, that I sin 
not with my tongue: I will keep my mouth with 
a bridle, while the wicked is before me. I was 
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dumb with silence, T held ‘my peace, even from 
good; and my sorrow was stirred. My heart was — 
hot within me; while I was musing the fire 
buriféd: then spake I with my tongue, Lord, - 
make me to know mine end, and the measure of 
my days, what it is; that I may know how frail . 
Iam. Behold, thou hast made my days as a 
handbreadth; and mine age is as nothing before 
thee: verily every man at his best state is alto- 
gether vanity. Surely every man walketh in a 
vain show: surely they are disquieted in vain: 
he heapeth up riches, and knoweth not who shall 
gather them. And now, Lord, what wait I for? 
my hope is in thee. Deliver me from all my 
transgressions: make me not the reproach of the 
foolish. I was dumb, I opened not my mouth; - 
because thou didst it. Remove thy stroke away 
from me; I am consumed by the blow of thine 
hand. When thou with rebukes dost correct 
man for iniquity, thou makest his beauty:to con- 
sume away like a moth: surely every man is 
vanity. Hear my prayer, O Lord, and give ear 
unto my cry; hold not thy peace at my tears: 
for I am a stranger with thee, and a sojourner, 
as all my fathers were. O spare me, that I may 
recover strength, before I go hence, and be no 
more. ! 
eh Psalm xc: 
Lord, thou hast been our dwelling-place in all 
; generations. Before the mountains were brought 
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forth, or ever thou Kadst formed the earth and 
‘the world, even from everlasting to everlasting, 
thou art God. Thou turnest man to destruction ; 
and sayest, Return, ye children of men. ra 
thousand years in thy sight are but as yesterday 
when it is past, and as a watch in the night. 
Thou carriest them away as with a flood; they 
are as a sleep: in the morning they are like grass 
which groweth up. In the morning it flourisheth, 
and groweth up; in the evening it is cut down, 
and withereth. For we are consumed by thine 
anger, and by thy wrath are we troubled. Thou 
hast set our iniquities before thee, our secret sins 
in the light of thy countenance. For all our 
days are passed away in thy wrath: we spend our 
years as a tale that is told. The days of our 
years are threescore years and ten; and if by rea- 
son of strength they be fourscore years, yet is 
their strength labor and sorrow; for it is soon 
cut off, and we fly away. Who knoweth the 
power of thine anger? even according to thy fear, 
so is thy wrath. So teach us to number our days, 
that we may apply our hearts unto wisdom. 
Return, O Lord, how long? and let it repent thee 
concerning thy servants. O satisfy us early with 
thy mercy; that we may rejoice and be glad all 
our days. Make us glad according to the days 
wherein thou hast afflicted us, and the years 
wherein we have seen evil. Let thy work appear 
unto thy servants, and thy glory unto their chil- 
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dren: And let the beauty of the Lord our God 
be upon us: and establish thou the work of our 
hands upon us; yea, the work of our hands es- 
tablish thou it. 


Then may follow the reading of the Epistle, as follows : 
1 Corinthians xv, 41-58: 


There is one glory of the sun, and another 
glory of the moon, and another glory of the stars; 
for one star differeth from another star in glory. 
So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is 
sown in corruption, it is raised in incorruption: 
it is sown in dishonor, it is raised in glory: it is 
sown in weakness, it is raised in power: it is 
sown a natural body, it is raised a spiritual body. 
There is a natural body, and .there is a spiritual 
body. And so it is written, The first man Adam 
was made a living soul; the last Adam was made 
a quickening spirit. Howbeit that was not first 
which is spiritual, but that which is natural; and 
afterward that which is spiritual. The first man 
is of the earth, earthy: the second man is the 
Lord from heaven, Asis the earthy, such are — 
they also that are earthy: and as is the heavenly, 
such are they also that are heavenly. And as we 
have borne the image of the earthy, we shall also 
bear the image of the heavenly. Now this I say, 
brethren, that flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God; neither doth corruption inherit 
- incorruption, Behold, I show you a mystery; 
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We shall not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, 
in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the 
last trump: for the trumpet shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall 
be changed. For this corruptible must put on 
incorruption, and this mortal must put on immor- 
tality. So when this corruptible shall have put 
on incorruption, and this mortal shall have put on 
immortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory? The sting of death is sin; 
and the strength of sin is the law. But thanks 
‘be to God, which giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye steadfast. unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch 
as ye know that your labor is not in vain in the 
Lord. 


At the grave, when the Corpse is laid in the Earth, the 
Minister shall say: 


Man that is born of a woman hath but a short 
time to live, and is full of misery. He cometh 
up, and is cut down like a flower: . he fleeth as it 
were a shadow, and never continueth in one stay. 

In the midst of life we are in death: of whom 
may we seek for succor, but of thee, O Coes who 
for our sins art justly displeased? 

Yet, O Lord God most holy, O Lord most. 
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mighty, O holy and most merciful Saviour, 
deliver us not into the bitter pains of eternal 
death. 

Thou knowest, Lord, the secrets of our hearts; 
shut not thy merciful ears to our prayers, but 
spare us, Lord most holy; O God most mighty, O 
holy and merciful Saviour, thou most worthy 
Judge eternal, suffer us not at our last hour for 
any pains of death to fall from thee. 


Then, while the Earth shall be cast upon the Body by some 
standing by, the Minister shall say- 

Forasmuch as it hath pleased Almighty God, 
in his wise providence, to take out of the world 
the soul of the departed, we therefore commit his 
body to the ground, earth to earth, ashes to ashes, 
dust to dust; looking for the general resurrection 
in the last day, and the life of the world to come, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ; at whose second 
coming in glorious majesty to judge the world, 
the earth and the sea shall give up their dead;
